Practically a VL on, say, Classical Music should not be ad- 
vocating or encouraging classical music; it should be giving 
a dispassionate, balanced review of the best web resources 
available on its subject area.

A hierarchical catalogue and a VL specific search 
engine are both essential parts of this. Mapping subjects 
and their semantic linkages is an area the VL is develop- 
ing using topic maps and published subject/resource indi- 
cators (PSIs). 


Such a mapping should link deeper into member virtual 
libraries.
